It is tlie p urp ose 
of Presiden t Wilson an d his advisers 
soon to begin soun din g out sen tim en t 
in the sen ate on the ban kin g bills. It 
is already ap p aren t that n o atten tion 
will be p aid by either the house com­ 
m ittee or the house itself to objec­ 
tion s made by ban kers to that feature 
of the p en din g bill that gives the gov­ 
ern m en t sup reme con trol over the n ew 
system of ban kin g p rop osed to be cre­ 
ated.

[Rosenthal, gambler, and to the most

[method s in the history of the nation’s 
metropolis. 
H ad not a passerby noted that fate- 
tfu l combination of a 4 and a d ou ble 
ll3v on the gray tou ring car that carried 
[the assassins of Rosenthal in the early 
(morning of Ju ly 1G, 19 12, it is probable 
[that they wou ld nev er hav e been ap­ 
prehend ed , ,Uieir id entity , ev en if su s­ 
pected , 
wou ld 
nev er 
hav e 
become 
» known and the later rev elations of of­ 
ficial corru ption and criminality nev er 
[brou ght ou t. 
Again, it may be said 
¡that only the foolhard y carelessness of 
th e mu rd erers themselv es in failing to 
►change the nu mber of their car is, in 
the u ltim ate analy sis, responsible for 
fheia apprehension and the ev ents that 
hav e followed . 
Both of these happenings, howev er, 
giv e the nu mber 41313 N. Y. a pecu liar 


serv ice by first d ragging ihe nu mber 
of the gray car from relu ctant lips 
Frank Moss for his work with Whit­ 
man, Emory it. Bu ckner for his la 
bors with the Cu rran aid ermau k* com­ 
mittee, w hich-grew ou t of the first 
rev elations mad e, and more than one 
other y ou ng man owe enhau ced repu ­ 
tation and nation wid e prominence to 
the nu mber 41313 N. V. 
The One Clew. 
It is not fancy or imagination that 
ascribes so mu ch to tlie fortu nate cir­ 
cu mstances of an au tomobile u u mber 
mu rd erers d id not trou ble to remov e or 
to falsify . 
The crime and the flight 
were so cu nningly planned by ex perts 
in assassination that it is d ou btfu l if 
the gu n men ev er wou ld hav e been 
id entified or Becker, their employ er, 
ex posed had not they been gu ilty of 
u nbeliev able stu pid ity iu a triv ial m at­ 
ter. 
District Attorney Whitmau has 
said more than once that the case 
wou ld hav e been hopeless if the car 
nu mber had not been obtained . 
The whole work of a y ear was based 
on that. 
If the nu mber had been lost 
there wou ld hav e been no arrests hot 
after the mu rd er: no confessions by 
Rose and 
Webber and

Becker and of the gu n men; u o Cu rran 
committee rev elations, with the conse­ 
qu ent conv ictions of Inspectors Swee­ 
ney , Hu ssey , M u rtha and Thompson

bu siness partners; no su ch awakening 
of pu blic conscience and spirit as forc­ 
ed effectu al betterm ent and instigated 
a series of confessions. 
Rosenthal 
himself,

way s a trou ble maker and a “squ ealer,” 
alway s snarling and clawing at the 
police and his own kind , was hard ly to 
be believ ed when he mad e an affid av it 
on Satu rd ay , Ju ly 13. 19 12. that Lieu 
tenant Charles Becker, the strong arm 
squ ad celebrity , 
was

partner and promised to rev eal to the 
grand ju ry the secret relations of i*o 
lice crooks with tftfe protected gam­ 
blers.

arraigned on a 
charge of mu rd er. 


Arrest o f Murderers. 
The arrest of the mu rd erers followed 
qu ickly . 
Ciru flci was cau ght in New 
York, “W hitey ” Lewis wits fou nd in 
the Catskills, and “Lefty ” Lou ie and 
“Gy p the Blood ” were finally located 
in Brookly n, where they had been hid ­ 
ing comfortably . Schepps was brou ght 
from Hot Springs, Ark. 
On Oct. 24 at mid night Becker was 
conv icted after a d ram atic trial, in 
which the fou r informers told conv inc­ 
ing stories. 
On Nov . 19 the fou r gu n 
men were conv icted . 
Rose. Webber, 
Vallon and Schepps were released as 
the reward for informing. An attem pt 
to kill Webber was mad e only a short 
time ago. 
Meanwhile the board of ald ermen 
had appointed a committee, head ed by 
Henry H. Cu rran, with Emory 
R. 
Bu ckner as cou nsel, to inv estigate the 
police d epartment. » The first important 
testimony was giv en by Mary Good e, 
who told how she had cond u cted a re­ 
sort for y ears and liad paid policemen 
for protection. 
Her story was the 
opening wed ge of a long series of prose­ 
cu tions. These are too recent to neces­ 
sitate d escribing in d etail. 
One after 
another persons of ev il fife testified 
against grafting police officials and po­ 
licemen and laid the grou nd work for 
grand ju ry ind ictments and criminal 
trials. 
It was brou ght ou t that Inspectors 
Sweeney , Hu ssey . M u rtha and Thomp­ 
son had collected graft in Harlem and 
that they had raised a fu nd to get wit­ 
nesses ou t of the slate.

Ju st west of Broad way , and nerv ou sly 
d etailed his trou bles with Becker and 
his plans for getting,ev en to half a 
d ozen half bored ,ancrcy nical frequ ent 
ers of the cafe. 
He was there u ntil 
shortly before 2 o’clock on Tu esd ay 
morning, when he was told that some 
bod y wanted to speak tp him ou tsid e 
He walked ou t and was shot to d eath 
as he stepped ov er the threshold . 
It 
was ex actly 1:57 a. m. 
A little was rev ealed then and mu ch 
later as to bow a gray car had stopped 
by the sou th cu rb across from the 
cafe, how fou r men lou « nged across 
the street and waited by the d oor, how 
the street was u ngu ard ed by police­ 
men. how the fou r rapid ly slew Rosen­ 
thal and then escaped iu the gray car. 
going east throu gh Forty -third 'street. 
There was no policeman to block the 
flight. No policeman secu red accu rate­ 
ly the nu mber of the au tomobile. There 
was nothing bu t blu ntftring confu sion 
tfntil the d istrict attorney appeared at 
the West Forty -sev enth street station, 
obtained the release of a v au d ev ille 
d ancer who had been locked lip as a 
witness and from him secu red the cor­ 
rect nu mber, 41313 N. Y. 


The First Disclo sures. 
Promptly , then, the d riv er of the car 
was cau ght at his home and arrested . 
From his ad missions it became known 
that “Bald Jack" Rose, a gambler, ha'} 
knowled ge of the mu rd er. 
“Brid gey ” 
Webber, a friend of Rose’s, was ar­ 
rested . 
Presently Rose, sick and mon­ 
ey less. su rrend ered and told part of 
the tru th—that he had hired the mu r­ 
d erers. A d ay or two later Harry Val­ 
lon, an associate of Rose and Webber, 
su rrend ered jau ntily . 
The case began to u nroll. 
It was 
fou nd that Sam Schepps. a shrewd 
gambler, had fled from the city after 
play ing a part in the crime. 
The d is­ 
trict attorney obtained the names of 
the mu rd erers—Frank Ciroflci, Harry 
Horowitz, Lou is Rosenzweig au ifc Frank 
Mu ller, known generally as “Dago” 
Frank, "Gy p the Blood .” “Lefty ” Lou ie 
and “W hitey ” Lewis. 
They had got 
o ut o f the city . 
On July 2 9 Ro se, Webber and Vallo n 
made a full co nfessio n to Whitman, 
admitting that at Lieutenant Becker’s

testimony of former Police Captain 
Walsh, an ad mitted grafter, who has 
since d ied . The series of prosecu tions 
was marked by the d etermined refu sal 
of policemen to sav e themselv es from 
prison by informing against their su ­ 
periors.

Here is the list of conv ictions and 
pleas of gu ilty that resu lted from the 
rev elations brou ght ou t by the Cu rran 
committee: 
Former Inspectors Dennis Sweeney , 
Janies E. Hu ssey , John J. Mu rtha and 
Jam es E. Thompson, conv icted of con­ 
spiracy . sent to prison for one y ear; 
Captain Thomas W. Walsh, confessed 
to ex tortion, d ead ; Sergeant Peter J. 
Du ffy , conv icted ) of ex tortion; Patrol­ 
man Eu gene Fox , conv icted of ex tor­ 
tion; Patrolman Thomas F. Robinson, 
conv icted of ex tortion; Patrolman John

not well receiv ed becau se of ev id ences 
contained in it of hostility to May or 
Gay nor and Police Commissioner Wal­ 
d o and becau se the d ocu ment had a 
strong partisan tinge. 
Rev iewing the accomplishments of 
a y ear since the mu rd er of Rosenthal, 
it is d ifficu lt for any one not to become 
impressed with the singu lar part play ­ 
ed in the whole astonishing bu siness 
by the nu mber of the gray car, 41313

piece of constru ctiv e statesm anship in 
the realm of foreign affairs, the propo­ 
sal laid before the senate foreign rela­ 
tions committee by Secretary of State 
Bry an ex cited great interest and mu ch 
approv al. 
The prospects for the su c­ 
cess of the ad m inistration’s plan seem­ 
ed bright. 
The arrangem ent with Nic­ 
aragu a is assu red of strong Repu bli­ 
can su pport, inclu d ing that of Senators 
Lod ge and Root in the foreign rela­ 
tions committee. 
W ith the enthu sias­ 
tic su pport of the presid ent and his 
secretary of state it is consid ered al­ 
most certain that the plan will also re­ 
ceiv e the acqu iescence of the Demo­ 
cratic members. While d iplomatic and 
official W ashington were greatly inter­ 
ested in the immed iate effect of the 
Bry an proposal u pon Nicaragu a, their 
attention was d irected chiefly to the 
larger asi>ect of the proposed treaty 
relations with this sou thern repu blic. 
Th*> im?>ression was general that 
Mr. B ry an’s present proposal is merely 
a step in the ev olu tion of a policy 
which inev itably will prov id e a more 
su bstantial and general control by the 
United States ov er Central America.
